rection to the wagging GlanduLt pineal is ; and what Gaftettdia and Dr. 
jVitlishnst fuggelledonthe fame, by the flammeous motion or explo- 
sion of the Spirits ; the former feeming to him altogether fictitious 
Chow ingenious foe ver i) the latter leaving it hardly conceivable 
to him, how fo conitant and even a motion of the Mufcles in a found 
body cm proceed from fo violent a caufe j nor how the Soul woald 
be able to keep fuch a ccinnnnd over her motions, if they did depend 
from an Acceniion of the Spirits or a violent Explofion. Mean 
time, he finds it very difficult to make it out, what it is indeed, that 
caufeth the Motion of the Mufcles; yet conceive, n laft , thai J ris 
the Contraction of their fibres, that produces it ■-, hut whether that 
be done by the acceffionof fome fubftance, or by a charge of ar.gles 
inthefibre9, is a new difficulty, which the Learned Sn-no ftruplesto 
determine any thing in, though Dr. tFiilis declare for the former opi. 
nion. After this, he enumerates many things, that remain yet un- 
known to us in the Motion of the Mufcles. Which done, he con- 
cludes the whole with his ingenious Considerations about the Motion 
of Walking, Flying, Swimming , Creeping. &c ; annexing thereto 
his doctrine of Pailions. 
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
